MOOSE IN SPACE 


As the curtain falls on the Evolu¬ 
tion and History of Moosekind we 
close the show with a capsule tour of 
ROCKETRY and SPACE EXPLORA¬ 
TION with Dr. MELVILLE MOOSE, 
LEM, NASA, ICBM, noted archeolo¬ 
gist, paleontologist, and space nut. 

Dr. Moose is recognized as one of 
the world’s leading authorities on 
nose cones. 

“Rockets are a blast,” quipped Dr. 
Melville Moose at a press conference 
held last week in Washington. “My 
intense interest in rocketry stems 
from my high school experiments in 
jet propulsion. However, Chinese 
Moose is credited with having con¬ 
ducted the earliest experiments in 
rocketry and propulsion.” 


In 1940 Dr. Moose, with the aid of his 
pet dog BOWSER, conducted his first 
experiment in rocketry. 
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In 1848 little known Eskimo inventor 
OOMGUB MOOSE experimented with 
propulsion based on the opposition 
of magnetic polarities. Unfortunately 
after attaining the height of 300 feet 
his magnetic vehicle tipped over and 
was attracted forcefully back to Earth. 


Early rocket design by LING WU 
MOOS in 1473 backfired when the 
fuse ignited his pants. 
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In 1827 early British inventor SIR
